through the Phillips farm when she 
saw in a field. tho d:m outlines of 2 
men and 2 women. She became curi- 
ous, halted her mule and watched. 
There was a moment of loud talking. 
the sound of a. pistol shot, a streak 
of flames and one of the men fell. 
Then a moment later four more shots, 


one of the women dropped.

''"the slain couple, the story, continues, 
and the name of the man was spoken 
in horror by the woman. Mrs. Gib-

Why Zone Our City

There are people who still think 


that America has not changed since 
the days before the Civil War, or the 
Revolution. 
They believe—one can- 


not say they 
think, because 
they 


have given 
the matter 
no 
real 


thought—they 
merely 
believe that 


because 
we had no zoning regula- 


tions 
in 1850 or in 1874, therefore 


none are needed now. They don't 
connect the lack of modern factories, 
office 
buildings, railways, 
automo- 


biles and a hundred other recent de- 
velopments with the placid life of 
those Jtimes. 
Our towns in those 


days 
did not have 
speed limits or 


traffic cops either. 
They (did not 


need them then, but they do now. So 
they have them now. 


So it is with zoning. 
Modern faci- 


lities for carrying on the business of 
life have added greatly to our efficien- 
cy, but at the same time they have 
made 
life more 
complicated 
and 


crowded and so have produced tho 
traffic cop, whose main purpose is 
not to arrest the few selfish individ- 
uals who wilfully make nuisances or 
menaces of themselves, but to help 
by 
giving 
directions 
to 
the 
well 


meaning majority of us who want to 
be considerate of the other follow 
and who have intelligence enough to 
know that in the long run all will 
fare better and arrive more quickly 
if there is order and decency instead 
of disorder and jostling, bad temper 
and occasional smash-ups. 


Zoning regulation is analogous to 


the traffic cop who prevents disas- 
ters' and gets us sill to our destina- 
tions faster by keeping things mov- 
ing smoothly instead of letting thorn 
get into a snarl.

Con- 
sequently in planning .'|nd honing 
them business is given first consider- 
ation. 
Those districts best suited to 


manufacturing, whether because of 
natural loc.itirCi or because of somi' 
artificial advantage, as the proxim- 
ity of 
a railway, are 
allotted 
to 


manufacturing. 
Those best suited to 


commercial enterprise, as the busi- 
ness center of the community or 
smaller 
centers 
in 
outlying areas 


are allotted to commerce. 
This does 


not mean tjiat all land along a rail- 
way should' be zoned for manufac- 
turing any more thrfn that every 
street with a. street car line should 
be zoned for commerce. 
Any such 


easy going rule would often give us 
far more industrial and commercial 
acreage than the community could 
use and so nullify the benefits of 
zoning.

life better worth living.
